Dears throughout tho impress of the spirit of tho

Frankfort papers give tho following outline 
of the proposition which tho Emperor of Austria 
has submitted to the deliberations of the Prince: 
There will bo o Chamber of Represertative: 
composed of 300 Doputies, of whom Austria 
will elect 75, Prassia 75, Bavaria 27, each of the 
other kingdoms 16, Baden 12, and tho minor 
States the rest. ‘This Assembly, which will 
meet tricnnially, will pass resolutionsfon the 
Federnl Budget, the right of domicile, the prew=y 
tho right of association, and certain other points. 
An Assembly of Princes, to consist of all the 
sovereigns, the burgomasttrs of the four free 
cities, and two represontatives of those princes 
who lost their sovereignty in 1806, will meot 
immediately after cach session of the Assombly 
of Representatives, in order to accept, reject or 
modify the resolutions placed before them. A 
Foderal Council, a collection of seventeen Ploni- 
potentiaries of the States (who cast, however, 
twenty-ono yotes, as tho Plenipotentiaries of 
Austria and Prussia will have three yotes cach) 
must givo its assent to war and peace, Tho 
oxecutive power will bo in the hands of 5 
Directory, to consist of tho Emperor of Austria, 
the King of Prussia, the King of Bavaria, and 
tivo other States, elected for the ttxm off threo 
years by tho remainder of tho States. 

‘Tho present law of the German Confederacy 
requires 8 unanimity of votes of tho Federal 
Diet for ony organic changes. In view of such 
a law, it is impossible to foresee what course 
Austria and tho other Powers moy intend to 
pursue if Prosssia and Denmark should persist 
in thoir opposition, 

Of still greater importance {s tho question 
of how much inflnence the proposition will havo 
upon the Liberal party of Germany. It is 
bardly necessary to remark that the Austrian 
proposition is very far from mecting the views 
of the German people upon reconstruction. 
But a large portion of {hem attribute eo great 
‘an importance to the question of netional unity 
that thoy are willing to dccept es a beginning 
any scheme that will givo to Germany a Na- 
tional Parliament. They argue that all their 
efforts for tho progress of Liberal priciples may 
be any moment jeoparded or at least neutral- 
ized by the want of unity and dissension between 
the States, and that, on thé other hand, tho 
devotion of the immense majority of tho Ger- 
man people to Liberal progress is so firmly 
grounded as to make o Democratic develop- 
ment of a Federal Constitution an absolute cer- 
tainty. This view is entortained by Liberalists 
of all shades of opinion, including o number of 
radical Democrats. Tho new moye of the Em- 
poror of Anstris has placed the German question 
before Enropean diplomacy as a subject requir- 
ing immediate attention.

Tt must be added that the Emperor of Aus- 
tria finds it at present absolutely necessary to 
appear as a Liberal Prince, and as free from any 
subserviency to France. , Ho has just surprised 
not only the Germans but the whole world, by

press of Enropo looks with elarm, belioving it 
to bo franght with very serious dangers. to tio 
tranquillity of Europa, ‘Tho Emperor could not 
have conceived this plan, nor could be for a mo- 
ment hope to be able to realizo it, had he not 
made np his mind to mako considerable advan- 
ces to the Liberal party of Germany and to en- 
eavor to conciliate it, No Power would be 
affected moro disadvantageously by the success of| 
the Anstrain- plan than France, and none will 
therefore make greater exertions to prevent its 
execution: This complication must compel the 
Emperor of Austria to avoid contracting any 
obligations to France, In Brussels, the infiu- 
once of the princes of the Orleans family, who 
are brothers-in-law of the Belgian King, mast, 
of course, have made itself felt, and their views 
of tho United States, no less than of the French 
Emperor, could not make them favorable to 
tho Napoleonic scheme of a Mexican Empire. 

Tho organs of the French Government are 
anything but pleased with tho influence that 
has been brought upon the Archduke. ‘The 
Patrie remarks with bitterness that King Leo- 
pold has made himself the mouthpieco of Austria 
and the\Orleans family, bat at tho same time 
expresses the hope that tho Archduke may fol- 
low his own inspirations, and not those of his 
family. The Government considers it, howover, 
expedient to preparo public opinion for another 
eandidate for the Throne, It announces in the 
official pafers thet a lorge number of Mexican 
towns aro sonding in their adhesion to the reso- 
lutions passed by the Notables, but that some of] 
them express a proferenco for a French Prince. 

Thore is a great anxicty manifested all 
through Europe to learn what attitude the 
United Stetes will assume with regard to the 
Mexican question. It is generally expected 
that this question will make the relations be- 
tweon France and the United States deoidedly 
unfriendly, if not openly hostile. It was posi- 
tivoly assorted in Paris, and gonerally belioved, 
that Mr. Dayton had been instructed to protest 
against a Mexican monarchy, and that he would 
present the protest in about a weeks. ‘The Lib- 
eral party in every European country is de- 
nouncing the scheme of a Mesican monarchy 
under French patronage with great unanimity.

Minnesota, although up north, appears to 
hayo suffered less than her southorn sisters.

FROM EUROPE. 


By the Adriatic off Capo Raco we hayo news 
from Europe to tho Ist inst. 

‘Tho Executive Commitico of the Emanofpation Socle- 
ty havo addressed an urgent memorial to Earl Russell, 
alleging that tho builders of tho Alabama are about to 
Jounoh two powerful iron-plated stoam rama for the eer 
vice of the Confederato States. Ono of theso ves- 
sols was sald to boon the polnt of sailing. Ths Globe 
Alinisterial organ) thinke that the memoralists bave 
made out no caso; thnt they donot fortify thoir ossor- 
tions by a single aflduvit or declaration, or even the ro- 
cital of a single fact. It is reported that yessola on the 
Alabama model were also Velng bullt for the Confedo- 
rates in France. The London Times bos hod several 
orticles on the new Rebel rams, which aro now being 
built in England, he Times thinks the question is 
becoming serious, and hopes that If tho vessels are in- 
tended for tho Confederates, the Governmont may stop 
thom, Tho Rebels have again appealed to Spain for 
recognition, promising to pledgo thomsolyes to guar- 
anteo to Spain Cubs and Porto Rico. Spain, however, 
declined. ‘Tbe pirate Florida had burned another 
American ship, the Anglo Saxon, 30 miles southeast of 
Kinsale. The Alubama and tho Floride wore both re- 
ported to hayo gone into Fronch porta for repairs, but 
this roport nocded confirmation, 

‘Tho lettor from Mr. Seward, In reply to the Anti 
Slavery addrosses of the Protestant clorgy of England 
aud Franco ia published. It statea that the President 
readily accepts asan adiitfonal motive for the sup- 
pression of the Rebollion tho suggestions mado by our 
friends in Europe, that the succevs of tho Rebels would 
lead to tho establishment of u State founded exclusively 
on African Slavery. . 

Tho notes of tho thrco Western Powers have boon 
preconted at St. Petersbarg, but no indication ts given 
ag to tho time when the reply of Russla may bo ex- 
pected. Tho diplomatio victory of Russia is evory- 
wherein Europa acknowledged; and the worrnmors 
havo almost entirely subsided. Itis reported {n Paris 
that Russia will not reply to tho last notes of tho Weat- 
orn Powers, bat will give a Constitation to Poland. 
Ths Congress of German Powers io still in eceaton, 
ond it wos expected that most of tho Austrian proposl- 
tions would bo almost unanimously accepted. It ls 
enid that tho Dircotorato will consist of six instoxd—os 
hs was proposed by Austrla—of five membors. A Gen- 
cral Assembly of mombera of German Legislatures do- 
manded, umong other modifications, that the Assombly 
of Representatives bo directly elected by tho people, and 
not by tho Legislatures. 
‘Tho acceptance of the Mexican crown by Archduke 
‘Maximilion has not been confirmed. His father-in-law, 
the King of Belgium, recommends him to insist upon 
conditions Which would bo equivalent to a refusal 
of the crown, In caso of aceptance, he would lose his 
ghts asa Prince of Austria, The Amorican Consal at 
Frankfort, it is said, continued to display the Mexican 
flog.

THE ANGLO-REBEL IRON-OLADS. 
Two of thon Ready for Sea—One of them 
Dounched ander the French Filng—Six 
Others Now Building—A Formidnble 
Navy to be Sot Upon Us—Connivance of 
the Britinh Government—Tho English 
People Alnrmod for the Consequonces. 
From 6 passenger by the steamship Scotia, 
who enjoyed peoullarly favorable facilities for becoming 
familiar with the facts, wo learn that tho Anglo-Rebel 
Tron-Cludsaro boing pushed forward to completion with 
the utmost vigor. ‘Tivo 9,000 tun iroh-elnds, combining 
tho ram and monitor principles, aro being bailt by 
Laird at Birkenbead. Ono of these is already lannched. 
‘Lhoy oro plated with four-inch ron; ench earry two 
turrets, 12 inches thick, and havo formidable rams pro- 
Jecting from their stoms. Each tarrot will carry two 
200-pounder rifled guus, and oach vessel will be armed 
in addition with two 100-pounder storn-cbasora, Tho 
gus wero ready at Preston, Lancashire, and would be 
shipped nnd put on board in tho Irish Channel. Tho 
ram whieh was launched wos expected to sail within 
four dasa ufter the Scotia left aud tho second would bo 
Jonnehed by tho timo tho first sailed. ‘The destination 
of these poworfyl vessels was reported to be the United 
States; but nothing definite was known on that subject. 
In onder to facilitate their spcedy completion, work 
yras kept np on them day and night, sevoral gangs being 
employed to relieve each other throughout the twenty- 
four bows.

TWO RUSSIAN VILLAGES. 
eee 
From All the Year Round. 

Lam about to describe tio Russian villages that 
Lknow;—tho Small and the Black. Onc shows 
Russia at its best; the other shows tho ordinary 
stato of things below tho surface-polish of tho 
capital, 

‘ho Small village was unlike any Russian country 
village I bad over scen. Tho ptoprictor of tho 
place, either wisely or by good luck, had placed the 
wholé manugement in tho bonds of a man of the 

ht stamp; not ono of the engincoriug comots 
who pass over the Russian sciontific horizon, dnz- 
sling tho native Vision with schemes promising 
fabulous por-centage; not an avaricious and tyran- 
nical Nicmitz; nota crafty, pilforing Rass; Dut 
ploin, practical man, who could understand that bis 
own and his omployer’s interests wore best con- 
sulted by tho muterifl improvement of tho people 
ender his control, He had beon reared on a small 
farm in Ayrshire, and know all tho practical shifts 
and expedients ‘necessary in dealing with poor 
peoplo and poor land; ho possessed that indomit- 
able onergy and perseverance whieh has mado many 
of the once heathory hills and boggy plains of Scot- 
land the most fruitful farming land in the world, 
Cotherino, Paul, Alexander, Nicholas, havo ali 
employed Scotchinen in their novies, armies, and 
mauufactories; and these men and their dezeond- 
apts are to bo found naturalized and prosperous int 
many parts of Russia. 

On the estate of the Small villago I found o 
beotroot-sugur mill, a large saw mill, corn wills, a 
youki distillery, excellent stables, cowhouscs, dairy, 
store-rooms, conservatory, gerdcn, hothouses, all 
Kept in the utmost order. ‘The people, who. looked 
ican end cheerful, had beon cleared of the aheep- 
sh, sullen, cringing oir of sorfdom, end thay looked 
mo in tho face. In addition to is farming opera 
tions, this good manager had established o sinall 
foundery and mechanics! chop, whero both iron and 
brass goods wore cast aud monufoctured. In the 
mechanics’ shop I saw about thirty men and boys 
busy av work, with files, hammers, and chisel of 
English manhiueture. There werd o blacksmith’s 
shop with fivo forges, a joiner’s shop, painter's 
shop, and o large departnieut for tho making of 
cart sledges, aad all hinds of wheels. It moy bo 
worth notice, that the rims of Russian wheels aro 
made in ou picco, and not in sections, as in Ex- 
Gland. Biteh-troce of tho proper size aro eut down 
énd trimmed to the longth and thickness required, 
are boiled for from four-and-twenty to forty hours 
in o large caldron of water, and aré then bout, fas! 
ened, and laid up for a year or two to scason. 
Naves and spokes are afterward put in by a rude 
oontrivauce, and tho one joint is made: very secure 
with iron plates and bolts. A wheel mado in this 
Way, und shod with bal or three-quarter el iron, 

ast an immense timo on tle high road. On 
tho eoft unmacadamized roads in tho interior no 
iron is necessary. ‘The bearings of these wheels 
are Go broad that it fs alumost impossible to overturn 
the carts ond carriages sot on them. Thousands of 
such wheels were wicde in tho Small village, and 
sent every year lo the various markets, Beside 
these, I saw plonghs, harrows, and portablo thrash- 
ing machines, in course of manufacture; while I 
was looking over the estate seyoral persons from 
cousiderable distances arrived with articles for re 

air, und orders for new goods. 

‘Tho wooden ono-storied bute of the people were 
clean, well built, woll thatebed, and had glass w: 
dows. Soparate places were provided for cows, 
hovees, pigs, aud poultry; adjoining cach but was a 
strip of lund, composing the garden and furm of its 
oecupant; a post with s printed board at the top, 
facing the mnin road, sot iorth the name of the pos- 
gossor of each allotment. Although tho suow ‘or 
‘the ground made it impossible to sce tho stato vd 
cultivation, it wasgevident from the abnudanco in 
tho litdo barns an?’ Mirds, and from the corr Ue 
Pearuncoof the podsants, that their old slovenly 

zy hubits were giving place to industry and soli- 
respect, On inquiry, I found that on this ostate, 
peridom hed boen ‘bolished for some years, and 
that the work was all done by free Russiad laborers, 
‘The Lady Obracsoft had freed her sorfs, and by & 
juuicious system of cncouragoment and assistance 
‘was gradually making men of them. 

*“1tis truo,” ssid the steward, ‘ we psy more for 
tabor now, and wo ive to give them pasture-lond 
end wood’ at © mers notninal prics. But wo got 
moro work for our monoy, oud by-and-by the small 
forms let out will becom’ more Valuable, and pay 
higher rent, although madame's income from her 
Joud bas ben for a time reduced considerubly. ‘Tho 
profits of her works, too, are alerdy 60 much in- 
Greased, that, on the whole, wo thrive under the 
new system,’ This will not be tho cuso with many 
ther proprietors who have not taken care to.con: 
ciliate the people, and find good: work for tho sur- 
plus population. 'At first, 1 was much put to it for 
workers in tho mills and shops, many of tho peoplo 
having heard of high wages in Moscow and St. 
Potersburg, rushed thor, but most of them have 
since returned, bringing’ roport homo that in the 
greal towns work is scarceand living high, and that, 
6a the whole, they tind themselves better off in the 
Small villege. I expect thut as coon as the serfs 


re free to go where they chooso, great bodies of 


them will rush to the capital and lurge towns, ex- 
posting high wages, ‘This will glut the labor-iar- 

ot in places already fully stocked, and they will 
soturn to their native places. For a time they may 
‘eaugo great loss and annoyance to those who possess 
lond and works in the intorior, but a few years will 
remedy the evil.” 

In tho Wintor of 1862, many serfs, who had beon 
apontanvously freed by their barons, rushed to Mos- 
cow. When J was in Bfoscow last, the city swarmed 
With musses of starving pousantry seeking work and 
finding none; on a lute country journoy Teaw thou- 
sends crawling back t their villages and begging 
their wey. ; Y 

Visiting madame at tho great house, I found an 
English governess at homo’ with ber there, in the 
heart of Russia, It is a general practice among the 
bottor classes in Rnussiu to educate thoir children, 
especially girls, at home. Placed under the charge 
of a chiof governess, a young Russian Indy is often 
attended by a retinu of tutors, comprising @ Ger- 
map, a Frevehmon, an Italian, and an Englishman, 
deside Kussion dancing, drawing and music masters. 
1 know o cuso in which a young lady's cducation 
cost her guardiona two pounds a day, for toachors' 
aud yovernosses’ fees alone, All must be natives ef 
the country whose language they profess to teach, 
and inust come, or profess to come, from their cap- 
ital. Scotch or Inch men or women aro tabooed, 
sitio as goveruesses, teuchersyor companions.
